Behind the scenes at HCCA headquarters 


Part 2: OUR RESEARCH HISTORIAN 


Dr. Alfred S. Lewerenz, a founder member of the club, has 
for many years been the HCCA’s top authority on the thousand 
and one mysteries associated with early autos. The reference 
material in his outstanding automotive library is readily 
available due to his unique system of indexing, allowing him 
to generously help members throughout the world. The ‘‘What 
Is It?’’ letters reproduced in each GAZETTE represent only a 
part of his heavy correspondence, to say nothing of the re- 
search he does for many GAZETTE features. Dating a car 
usually requires identification by means of one or more of the 
following types of data: 

1) Frame,body or engine serial numbers or model! designation. 
2) Contemporary literature such as show issues of trade 
magazines, sales brochures, magazine ads and data from early 
parts catalogs such as those issued by gasket and piston ring 
manufacturers, 

3) Mechanical details such as wheelbase, kind of engine or 
make and model of ignition eq uipment. 


Another of Dr. Lewerenz’s interests is his excellent 
collection of automotive emblems gathered throughout the 
world during the past 25 years, and a specimen collection of 
the rarer lamps. His 1915 Studebaker and 1908 IHC high 
wheeler have been familiar at Western meets and tours since 
the club began activities. Until his recent retirement, Dr. 
Lewerenz was Director of the Evaluation and Research Section 
of the Los Angeles city school system. His other nonauto- 
motive interests include White Navy, archaeology, early ex- 
ploration and travel. 


Both the HCCA and its GAZETTE have gained in stature 
because of the authoritative research facilities available 
through Dr. Lewerenz. With his help the club has been able to 





offer far more assistance to auto restorers than does any other 
organization, and our cars show the results. Individuals de- 
siring the help of Dr. Lewerenz can materially assist in 
accurate replies by fumishing such basic data as: wheelbase, 
make of engine, number of cylinders, bore and stroke, engine 
and frame cylinder numbers, type of ignition and generator and 
starter makes, if any. Front and side view photos are a defin- 
ite help in verifying model type and year. Naturally, a stamped 
envelope should be included with the req uest for help.

I was very much interested in the picture and article 
about the Case ‘‘Jay—Eye—See’’ racer which appeared in the 
last Gazette. I wouldn’t know a Fiat engine from any other 
kind but there are probably people who do and could identify 
the engine if they saw a picture of it. 


Enclosed are some pictures of the car which were taken 
by my brother (deceased) at Aurora, Illinois, about 1911. The 
car was a part of a group that stopped at the local driving 
park and gave exhibition races. ] guess they barnstormed the 
country giving such exhibitions. A couple of the pictures are 
not so good as they were taken through a plate glass window 
of a garage where the car was on display. However, the 
engine is plainly visible in some of the pictures and [ hope 
that you can get someone to identify it.

Dear Sirs: 

Your Fiat—Case mystery noted in the last GAZETTE is 
a terribly vexing question, and [I am not sufficiently well 
versed in stock cases to pronounce on what relation they bore 
to FIAT. Not very much, I should imagine, as the Case touring 
car [ once encountered in a British breakers’ looked just like 
wy run—of—the —mill UJ. S. stock vehicle of the period. And 
unless [| am much mistaken, the standard Case had a Con- 


tinental engine. The only direct comparison that can be made 
is through the medium of the recent excellent Clymer reprint 
of the NACC Catalogue of cars for 1914, which shows precious 
little affinity between the products of the J. I. Case Thresh- 
ing Machine Co., and FIAT—Poughkeepsie. To give two 
straight instances, FIAT favoured monobloc engines and four- 
speed gearboxes: Case engines had their cylinders cast in 
pairs, and used a 3—speed box at a time when a surprising 
number of U.S. cars still clung onto four speed shifts. 


Frankly, though, I’m no judge. There is, however, one 
clue which points against there being any major connection 
between Case and FIAT touring cars. One of the most vexed 
questions in motoring circles during World War I was the 
fact that, while British manufacturers churned out munitions, 
the U. S. motor industry was able to build up a unilateral 
export trade with this country. Practically every cheap 
assembled U. S. make could be bought in England in 1915~16 
— some, e.g. Saxon and Hollier 8, being unheard of before or 
after this brief period. Now the interesting point is this: the 
London agencies of British and Continental makes had noth- 
ing to sell after the end of 1914, so they took on agencies for 
American makes simply to keep business rolling. Thus the 
Pullman was sold in U.K. by British Mercedes, and Briton 
Motor Co. (the light car division of Star of Wolverhampton) had 
agency rights over a large area for the Scripps Booth. Surely, 
if there had been any connection between Case and FIAT, 
FIAT Motors Ltd., who had nothing in the way of new FIATs 
to offer after supplies of the 15—20 model ran out late in 1915 
or early in 1916, would have taken on the Case concession 
in London, but they didn’t, 


This is negative evidence, and proves nothing, except 
that I don’t really believe that J. S. Josephs and his pals at 
Poughkeepsie would have let any other firm build crypto— 
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FIATs in the States, especially in view of the fact that Pope— 
Hartford were trying to evade the responsibility of making 
sports cars by trotting out their FIAT—Portola cars, ; 


Now for the racing Cases. Unquestionably one of the 200 
h.p. FIATs — not the famous Nazzaro car, ‘‘Mephistopheles’’, 
but the other one that was sent to Brooklands to take records 
and failed signally so to do — was sent to America in 1910, 
with equal lack of success, and disappeared thereafter. 
Louis Disbrow’s ‘‘Jay Eye See’’ had a FIAT racing engine, 
which Peter Helck says was removed from the ‘‘Mephistophel- 
es’’ car. The drilled gear lever and handbrake assembly are 
markedly similar to FIAT practice while the gearbox bracket 
also tallies. My own bet, for what it is worth, is that ‘‘Jay— 
Eye—See’’ started as a reworked FIAT and gradually became 
less and less FIAT over the years.

In your issue of November—December, 1959, there is a 
query concerning the Jay—Eye—See. As indicated, this car 
was driven by Louis Disbrow and, although I can provide no 
guarantee, I am more than reasonably certain that the car was 
a Fiat. The Case car shown at the top of Page 39 has at the 
wheel one Joe Nikrent. 


As memory serves, J. Alex Sloan had some sort of work- 
ing arrangement with the J. I. Case T. M. Company which 
extended from 1910 or ’11 through 1916 or ’17 —— perhaps 
beyond. During many of those years, Sloan had in his entour- 
age such chauffeurs as Disbrow, Eddie Hearne, Wild Bill 
Endicott, Joe Nikrent, Johnny Raimey, and others. The 
justification for identifying the Jay—Fye—See is that I, too, 
was a member of the Sloan organization from 1913 to 1915, 
inclusive. Perhaps some day, when time is available and I 
am in the mood, | shall send you a brief sketch of how one 
can become filthy rich in a relatively short space of time 
through such employment.

... the complete story 


. Thomas Flyer became a legend in its day. It sprouted 
early and went far in a terrible hurry. Its start was in the early 
20th century automobile rough and tumble, and overnight it 
became one of the best known and most highly prized vehicles. 
Here was an automobile man’s automobile with sex appeal. 


The roots of this famous marque extend back into the 
middle Victorian period, and was founded originally on 
bicycles. E. R. Thomas built up a reputation for light weight, 
strong, fast bicycles. During those years the company claimed 
to build one of the best in the world — a better bicycle for far 
less money than the finest foreign product. It was natural that 
E. R. Thomas would turn to experimenting with mechanical 
propulsion as the 19th century came to a close. 


1896 is the first recorded year of engine building, and up 
to 1900 the company manufactured many air cooled gas en- 
gines used on tricycles and bicycles. Sometime during this 
period the ‘‘Auto—Bi’’ was born. This was a strengthened 
bicycle fitted with a high speed air cooled motor. But more 
important to automotive history was the appearance of the first 
spindly four wheeled carriage in the year 1899. With its 1 
cylinder 3 H.P. motor, it was hardly a sample of great things 
to come. 
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The famous Thomas Auto—Bi. This is a 1903 Model 35. Actually, it 
was a heavy weight bicycle with an engine of 2/2 H.P. fitted.- Power 
transmission was by Thomas leather and steel unstretchable (patent 
applied for) belt. A ball bearing idler tightened or loosened the belt, 
to go or stop. It had regular bicycle pedals and a New Departure 
Coaster Brake. A selling feature was the Hygienic Cushion Frame, 
‘‘the only motor bicycle that can be ridden with speed, safety and 
comfort over cobble stones and country roads’’ because “‘all the 
hitherto vexatious problems of entire strength and safety have been 
solved.’’ The ‘price, $200.

A listing of all the models that followed this first move 
into the automotive world will be found on _ page 30. It is 
sufficient to say that rapid progress was made in the direction 
of super fine, super big and super powerful vehicles. By 1903 
a new factory was erected in Buffalo especially for automobile 
production. In the short period to 1905 a six cylinder 60 H.P. 
model, a four cylinder 50 H.P. model, and four cylinder 40 
H.P. model were offered for that year. Fast work indeed for a 
bicycle factory. 


Meanwhile all of the other factors needed to sell cars were 
brought in to play. Magazine advertising, catalogs, and sales 
manuals were ground out in vast profusion. 


The leather bound Thomas Manual was 140 pages of super 
sales—manship with sections devoted to: The pre—approach, 
Approach and preliminary explanation of talking points, The 
demonstration and Closing Arguments. These were followed 
with a detailed description of each model number, and the 
book ended with a covey of glowing testimonial letters. 


Under pre—approach it explains that YOU MUST KNO\ 
YOUR MAN BEFORE YOU SELL HIM. What type of man is 
he? Has he any fads or hobbies? Who are his friends, etc.? 


Then you approach him, and this should be timed carefully. 
But inasmuch as YOU KNOW YOUR MAN, being in possession 
of all the facts, which have been secured in the pre—approach , 
this is no problem. But, it explains that certain important 
rules should be observed. Don’t walk into his office with your 
hat on. Don’t walk in smoking a cigar or cigarette. Do not 
irgue during this visit, etc. Then follows the demonstration, 
with these suggestions: If your prospect drives a car himself 
have him take the wheel for a short time, BUT take the wheel 
away from him while he is still anxious to drive. 


Then again, if the prospect is a woman the salesman 
should employ a professional driver. This will permit the 
salesman to occupy the rear tonneau with the prospect and 
give him an opportunity to discuss the merits of the car with 
her. This will, of course, lead into the closing arguments, and 


here is the place where you have ‘‘to get down to brass tacks,’’ 


The Thomas organization found out early in the game the 
importance of learning how to sell, and the leather covered 


manual knew all and told all! 
CONTINUED 
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One of the most fertile sources for gaining prestige was 
in the field of competition. This was pursued with gusto. By 
1906 the company could recite a long list of competitive 
achievements. These took the form of reliability runs, hill 
climbs and races. 


By 1907 E. R. Thomas Motor Co. felt big enough to branch 
into Detroit and bring out another, an entirely new automobile. 
This resulted in formation of E. R. Thomas Detroit Co., an ill 
starred venture from the beginning. Splitting production be- 
tween Buffalo and Detroit didn’t seem to work out. By 1908 
Thomas was in wobbly financial shape and ready to scuttle 
the Detroit plant by way of sale to Hugh Chalmers and assoc- 
iates. 


Something electric was needed to pull the company out of 
the fiscal doldrums, and winning the New York—Paris race 
was made toorder for this purpose. From 1908 on, Thomas rode 
this windfall of publicity for all it was worth, This event, 
infused new life into the Thomas organization for a brief time. 


By 1911, however, signs of senility were beginning to 
appear. After a fantastic assortment of models in 1909 and 10, 
competitive wear and tear began to show its effects. In April 
a new management team took over and continued to fight a 
downhill battle. On August 29th, 1912 a federal receiver was 
appointed. Assets were listed at $1,700,000 and liabilities of 
$960,000. If true, and with smart management this sort of 
balance sheet could have brought about successful re—organ- 
ization, but it was not in the tea leaves. 





By March 1913 a bankruptcy sale was ordered and a large 
catalog was printed. It runs to almost 75 pages and contains 
a gold mine of informative fact, mixed with some fiction. In 
it were listed the achievements of Thomas, and a hard selling

pitch on the profits to be made by the prospective purchaser 
of ‘‘Lot One.’’ Lot One contained all of the repair parts, 
goodwill, patents, drawings, patterns, and jigs for manufactur- 
ing Thomas cars, and was presumably the largest part ofsthe 
$1,700,000 listed on the asset sheet of 1912. 


One strong argument set forth the fact that a total of 
over 7,000 Thomas automobiles had been sold to the public. 
Of these, they concluded, many more than 5,000 were still in 
operation. The purchase of Lot One would also buy the ex- 
clusive right to supply repair parts for all of these operating 
Thomas cars, It went on to explain that for several months of 
the receivership this repair parts business had been running 
at the rate of $10,120 monthly. 


In the catalog, also, were listed a great number of com- 
plete Thomas cars of various years and models. Looking 
through the pages we find the following: 1910 Model M—6—40 
Touring Car, and then two more of similar year and model. 
1909 Model L—6—40 Touring Car. 1909 Model K—6—70 Ten 
Passenger Omnibus. Two 1912 Model K—6—70 fire engines. 
And the assortment was topped off by the ‘‘Famous New York 
to Paris Racer’’ listed as a 1908 Model 36—4—60 (actually it 
was a 1907). Almost anyone of these vehicles would have a 
tolerable resale value today. Drooling, anyone? 


But, when the sale was held on March 17-22, 1913 Lot 
One was knocked down for only $51,000, and along with all 
the other assets the total amount realized was $256,000. 





In this manner ended the span of the Thomas Flyer. From

Something 
that would not conflict with the famous 4—60 model built in Buffalo. 


1896, 1897, 1898 and 1900 


Thomas Motor Company built the famous Thomas ‘‘Auto— 
Bi’’. This was a motor bicycle. It sported a single cylinder, 
24% H.P. air cooled engine and was quite popular. Included 
also, was a motor tricycle of which no details are available. 


During this same period development was under way on 
the production of a satisfactory horseless carriage. In 1899 a 
light carriage was built, with 3 H.P. engine, to sell for $800. 
This little vehicle had a planetary transmission and chain 
drive. Production figures are not known. 


1900 Carriage type body, one cylinder 3 H.P. engine, 
planetary transmission and single chain drive. 


1901-1902 The car still had a one cylinder engine, but 
with a sliding gear transmission. An early catalog stated that 
in 1901 the goal came a little closer with the manufacture of 
runabouts and cheap tonneau. The year 1902 brought the use 
of roller bearings on all axles. 


1903 In this year Thomas began to push the automobile 
business. The catalog of that year lists automobiles, motor 
bicycles, steel and leather belts — in that order. This year, 
also, a model number was assigned to the car ‘The New 
Thomas Model 18’’. The engine was known as ‘‘Thomas Motor 
No. 93’’, one cylinder water cooled, but no bore or stroke is 
specified. Sliding gear transmission with single chain drive to 
rear axle. 


Two body Styles were offered. One was a King of the 
Belgians style, with rear entrance detachable tonneau. The 
other was a physician’s runabout. 


1904 After a beautiful build up on the one cylinder auto in 
1903, Thomas chucked the whole line and went to three cyl- 
inders in 1904, Model No. 24—24 H.P. Some of the arguments 
used were convincing indeed. Bore 4. inches and stroke 5}/ 
inches, automatic inlet valves and cone clutch. The trans- 
mission was housed in an aluminum case as was the differ- 
ential. Double chain drive to the rear wheels. Rear entrance 
touring and light roadster were built. 


1905 Came another turnabout this year, the cylinders now 
number four and six. Models were as follows: 


Four Cylinders—40 H.P. Model 25—Touring 

Four Cylinders—40 H.P. Model 26—Side Entrance Tonneau 

Four Cylinders—50 H.P. Model 29—Limousine 

Six Cylinders—60 H.P. Model 27—Side Entrance Tonneau 
or racing body 


1906 This year featured one four cylinder engine of 50 H.P. 
It had 54 inch bore and 5!4 inch stroke. There was a three— 
disc metallic clutch of Thomas design. Transmission was 
sliding gear selective type housed in an aluminum box. Final 
drive was by double side chain, and this deserves a word. Two 
full pages of the catalog are devoted to justification of this 
method of applying power to the rear wheels. The clinching 
argument was as follows: ‘‘The shaft drive has been abondoned 
with reluctance but it has been tried and found wanting.’’ The 
only talking point in favor of the shaft drive being its neatness 
and the absence of the purring of the chains. This last item is 
a noise that a lot of antique fans would love to hear today. 
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Here is Bill Harrah’s monstrous 1910 Model ‘‘K’’ 6—70 touring car. 
Engine 5'" bore by 5!" stroke. Wheelbase 140" and tires 38 x 4 
front with 38 x 5% back. And this car will really travel as many 
drivers of Buicks, Fords, and Stanleys will attest after watching it

1908 In this year the handbook of the Association of Lic-

The large 6—70, still chain drive 
was built on special order.

On August 29th, 1912 receivers took over control of the 
E. &. Thomas Motor Car Company. A peremptory sale was 
held, starting March 17th 1913 to disperse the company assets 
for the benefit of creditors, 


1913 Despite the receiver's sale in early 1913 the Com- 
pany was revitalized enough to present one model: 


Six Cylinder—46 H.P. Model 6—46 with following bodies: 
Touring, Phaeton, Surrey and Runabout. 


There is reason to believe that few were made. 


1914 Models K and KC—No further information. Production 
not known. 


1915 Models MCX and K. The MCX had six cylinders, 43 
H.P. and was supplied in either 5 passenger touring at $3250, 
or 7 passenger touring at $3250. 
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By 1912 Thomas cars were showing fore—door bodies on every model 
featured in the catalog of that year. This surrey shows early symptons 
of streamlining. Some refinements of the 1912 models were as follows: 
Cam shaft bearings graduated 1/64" front to back to facilitate in- 
stallation or removal. Speedometer in center of dash so both pass- 
engers in front may read it. One key opens all Yale locks on the car. 
Running board splashers arranged to drain water beneath the running 


boards, etc. 


1916 In July 1915 the E. R. Thomas Motor Car Co. an- 
nounced their new model for 1916 as follows: 


Six Cylinder—43 H.P. Model MF with following bodies: 
Touring $4000, Roadster $3600, Limousine $4800, 
Berline $5000, Coupe $4500, Sedan $4800. 


Also Model K was listed. 


1917 Models MF and K were again announced for this 
year, 


How many cars were produced during the period 1913-— 
1917 is a hard question to answer, Apparently there was an 
attempt at keeping the Thomas name alive, but production 
must have been small. No cars of these years are known to 
exist. 




















How to find a THOMAS 


These pictures were made by George F. Puth of Torrance, 
California, who owns a Thomas six cylinder, 60 H.P. model 
MC 6—40 7 passenger touring. The car was discovered in 
Wisconsin and it took 12 long years of persistence to finally 
buy it. Then came the job of digging it out of the back yard 
rubble where it had lain for 35 years. 


To quote Mr. Puth: ‘‘My first act in the restoration was 
chopping down the trees growifmg up through the frame and 
digging out the springs from the ground. Luckily it was com- 
plete and most of the parts were stored in the owner’s house. 
It has a very distinctive radiator cap and headlamps.’’ 


This radiator cap was a special feature of 1912 Thomas 
cars. It was a round brass ball with the Thomas trade mark 
emblazoned on it. 








The Birthplace of Speed Association again sponsored 
Florida’s top Winter antique car meet, with about 75 cars 
attending. HCCA members were prominent among the award 
winners, Mal Harris’ 1910 Brush and Jerry Foley’s Mercer 
raceabout both taking first place awards. The quarter mile 
sprint race for pre—1911 cars was won by Charles Sebastian 


in his 1910 Hupmobile.

Preparation for Touring 


, coming four or five months will find most of us 
thinking of the touring season. If your wardrobe is used many 
times during the year, it is probably in need of attention, Take 
a day off and get everything out for a good check-up. You will 
no doubt find that you have several cleaning and mending 
chores to do. Taken in easy stages you will enjoy the work, but 
it can be quite frustrating it done at the last moment. 


A good plan of action is to take one complete outfit at a 
time and check it off for needed attention. This should in- 
clude all accessories. Then go on to another until everything 
is done. Don’t forget Dad’s clothes; his are probably in need 
of repairs, too. 


A List of Things To Do 


1. Check gown, suit or other garment for needed mends or 
restyling. Hems, seams, buttons and trim usually need a 
little attention. Always mend or remake your garment be- 
fore cleaning. 


2. Cleaning should be done with care. Use your professional 
cleaners when possible and tell them the garment is an 
antique and to hand clean it. The early dyes were not 
dependable and improper cleaning could destroy the gar- 
ment, The March—April issue of the 1959 Gazette gives 
instructions on proper home cleaning and laundrying. 


3, Renewing and redecorating a hat will take some extra 
thought and care, so give yourself plenty of time for it. 
@ Illustrated are some ideas to spur you on. 


Have shoes repaired, cleaned or polished. 
5. Gloves, bags and hose always need a little attention. 


6. Lingerie, washed, starched and ironed in easy stages over 
the weeks gives you a real head start. 


7. Parasols may need some repairs or recovering. Wooden 
handles sometimes need revarnishing or retightening. It is 
a good idea to have a cloth case for them while traveling. 
Use a material that will not clash with your costume and 
make a tube big enough around to slip the parasol into. 
The length should be just long enough to cover the tips of 
the bows. Hem it and insert a draw string. 


8. Hairpieces should be redone at a time when you can fuss 
a little with them. Try new styles for effect at this time. 
You will probably come up with some interesting new hair 
styles for yourself if you have the patience to experiment. 


9. Check over all other items such as hair ornaments, jewelry 
and extra coats and fur pieces for needed attention. 


10. When you have completed all needed work on your ward- 
robes, you should try and store them in a place where they 
will be ready to take out and wear or pack without further 
attention,

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MLA RACAR FOUND

Woe some years rumours had been reaching us of a big 
racing Itala lying in a garage on the Isle of Wight. This was 
variously identified as the 1905 Coppa Florio car, and the 
machine driven by the late H. R. Pope in the St. Petersburg- 
Moscow race of 1906; indeed it was known that the former car 
had come to England, having been displayed on the Itala stand 
at the 1906 Auto Show. Itala history is, however, obscure. 
For though the firm achieved distinction by its performance in 
the Pekin-Paris Race of 1907, and can claim the distinction 
of being one of the few marques to succeed with the pro- 
duction of a rotary-valve engine, it faded away in the late 
1920s, and never recovered from bankruptcy, a fate which 
befell it in 1929. While the six-cylinder Types 61 and 65 
continued to be made for a few years after that, the Itala 
vanished completely from the motoring world in 1935, and 
survivors are rare, though they include the formidable 1908 
Grand Prix car driven in British Vintage events by Cecil 
Clutton and Jack Williamson. It was not until this June that 
Lord Montagu and I were able to investigate the big car in 
Newport. 


We arrived at the Island’s capital in pouring rain, and 
were welcomed by Mr. Frank Cheverton, the car’s owner. Mr. 
Cheverton now conducts a flourishing Ford and Austin dealer- 
ship, but in earlier days his firm were prominent coachmakers, 
and were responsible for the little pony carriages in which 
Queen Victoria used to tour the grounds of Osborne House, 
her nearby residence. Evidence of enthusiasm in early cars 
was clearly indicated by the presence in Mr. Cheverton’s 
showroom of nicely restored examples of a 1901 Panhard- 
Levassor and a brass-radiator Model T van. It was tempting 
to linger over these, but our business was with the Itala, and 
so we proceeded smartlyto the shed where she had lain since 
she was driven into Mr. Cheverton’s garage in 1931 by her 
last owner, Mrs. Edgar Thornton. The Itala lay in the corner 
of the firm’s service bay, dwarfing the modern Ford and Austin 
sedans clustered round her. During the war years, Mr. Chever- 
ton told us, the firm had been on munitions work, and he had 
been hard put to it to keep the giant racer under cover, but to 
his everlasting credit he had succeeded, and the car appeared 
to be in good shape. Tires were gone, and rims in poor con- 
dition, while the dark green paint had faded in places. We 
chipped away a few fragments to reveal the blood-red (Italy’s 
racing colors) still visible beneath. 


In appearance it was a typical racing car of the period — 
everything being dominated by a towering hood. The rudiment- 
ary splashboard fenders were clearly a concession to touring 
work, and the body was strictly Mercer or Stutz style: two 
bucket seats, a gigantic bolster tank, and nothing else. A 
huge soup-plate speedometer was mounted on the steering 
column. When we raised the hood, there was revealed an 
enormous four-cylinder engine, cylinders cast singly, and 
inlet-over-exhaust valves, strongly reminiscent of a Mercedes, 
though the resemblance ceased aft of the motor, for Itala used 
shaft drive in place of the German car’s double side chains. 
We are used to big four-cylinder motors at Beaulieu, but this 
was a real brute, bigger than any four-cylinder motor I have 
ever seen, barring the ex-Gindenburg 21-liter Benz now in 
Birmingham’s Museum of Science and Industry. 


Hampshire, England 


Mr. Cheverton was kind enough to suggest that the car be 


loaned to the Montagu Motor Museum for restoration, and a 
week later ] re-embarked for the island with Mr. Robert Warne, 
our engineer. This time we took our recovery vehicle, a 
Landrover complete with 28-foot low-loader trailer. The 
complications attached to this operation were considerable. 
The Islan2’s roads are narrow and tortuous, and it took quite 
a lot of ta’king to convince the ferry company that the com- 


bined length and weight of the rig would satisfy their regulat- 
ions. On arrival at Newport, we had the further problem of how 
to load the Itala, as her shed was at the end of a long and 
narrow yard, the entrance to which was at right angles to a 
narrow and congested shopping thoroughfare. In the end we 
elected to manhandle the big Italia into the road, and up the 
ramp, rather than try and coax the big rig down the yard. Eight 
men were required, but inch by inch, we edged the Itala on, 
and roped her down. 


It is perhaps fortunate that a 20 m.p.h. speed limit is 
imposed on vehicles such as ours, as at precisely 20 m.p.h. 
the trailer would start to jacknife, and we woke up to the fact 
that the Itala was steering the Landrover, and not vice versa, 
It is equally fortunate that we were in no position to weigh 
the Itala, either, as] am sure we would have been overweight 
for the Cowes Ferry. As it was, we gave the steamship office 
an ‘‘estimated weight’, and hoped that we were not committing 
perjury. Somehow we coaxed the Itala on her trailer through 
the narrow streets of Cowes to the ferry, to be hailed by a 
party of press photographers, who were hanging about trying 
to get pictures of the new Saunders—Roe hovercraft. Though 
suggestive noises emanated periodically from the Saunders— 
Roe hangers, nothing emerged, and they had to be content with 
the Itala instead! Unloading the big car at Beaulieu proved 
an even worse headache. All maneuvering had to be done 
with consummate caution, to avoid further damage to the 
rims, and it took nine or ten estate men a good hour to inch 
her off the trailer and up the ramp into our vehicle storehouse, 
a converted barn.

So far work has progressed slowly, as you can’t hurry a 
precision job of this nature. Mr. Gunning, of Cheverton’s, 
who has known the car for over thirty years, went to great 
pains to unearth her history for us. Her last owner was Mrs. 
Edgar Thornton, who purchased the car in 1908; in October 
of that year a news story and photo appeared, depicting the 
lady at the wheel of the machine: ‘‘She is well skilled in the 
handling of the big Itala cars which she owns’’, commented 
THE CAR ILLUSTRATED. So she should have been, as at 
that time she also had a 40 h.p. and a 60 h.p., and Mr. Gunning 
tells me that at one time or another she maintained a stable 
of no fewer than six Italas, of which only this one and the 40 
h.p. survived the First World War. Mr. Gunning further told us 
that on the underside of one of the seat cushions was painted 
the name ‘‘Cagno’’, an intriguing clue if ever there was one.

It was quite apparent, once we came to comparing photos, 
that Mr. Cheverton’s [tala was not the 1905 car, as the rear 
end detail differed appreciably. Inquiries of various sources, 
including the Soviet Embassy, failed to elicit any details of 
the St. Petersburg-Moscow car, but through the good offices 
of Dr. Pestelli, of the FIAT publicity department in Turin, I 
was able to contact Commenddtore Cagno, still very much 
alive and operating a FIAT agency in Turin itself. Comm. 
Cagno confirmed that the car is in fact the actual machine 
with which he won the Coppa Velocita Race at Brescia. The 
bore and stroke are 175 mm and 150 mm respectively, though 
as yet we have not checked these, to confirm that it is in 
fact the same car. In the meanwhile, work proceeds, and we 
look forward to seeing the Itala in running condition by the 
Winter. 
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NICKEL PLATING 


In 1912 most of the automobile manufacturers were 
supplying nickel plated trim on their cars instead of brass. 
Nickel was not a new finish, it had just come back into style. 
Bicycles of the gay 90’s and the early horseless carriages 
such as De Dion, Locomobile steamers, and the first curved 
dash Oldsmobiles had nickel trim. 


The brass age lasted from about 1903 to 1911 inclusive. 
Brass was beautiful and it looked like gold in the golden era 
of horseless carriages when fortunes were made and lost 
overnight. The trouble was it needed constant polishing and 
by 1912 people were tired of polishing brass and the more 
durable nickel finish found ready acceptance. 


The most fabulous and durable nickel trim of all time was 
on the Rolls Royces of the teens and 20’s. Factory literature 


advertised: ‘All parts having a nickel finish are either of 
solid nickel or are close plated We do not nickel plate by 
electrolysis, which is the cheaper method Close plating 
consists in soldering a sheet of nickel about .006 inches 
thick to the parts. This type of plating is the only one which 
has indefinite life and keeps its color permanently.’’ 


Nickel was beautiful but it did need some polishing and 
in the late 20’s it was replaced by the newer brighter chromium 
plating that never needed polishing and only occasional clean- 
ing. 


Chromium so completely replaced nickel as a finish that 
today when the horseless carriage enthusiast wishes to have 
nickel plated he has difficulty finding a shop that knows what 
he is talking about. The purpose of this writing is to explain 
three types of nickel plating so our members will know what 
to look for. Two types, ‘‘hard nickel’’ and ‘‘bright nickel’, 
are commonly advertised today. Watts cold nickel is the 
process used in the early days. Many platers will Jell you 
that bright nickel and Watts cold nickel are the same. This 
is not true. Most shops quit doing Watts cold nickel in the 
early 30’s, and it is so long ago that platers today have not 
heard about it or have forgotten. 


Hard nickel is a process used to put a hard wearing 
surface on moving parts of machinery or to build up wom 
parts. It bonds good and can be built up several thousandths 
of an inch in thickness and then ground to size. It has a dull 
finish and will not take a polish, 


Bright nickel, sometimes referred to as hot nickel, is 
generally used as a coating under chromium plating. It is 
applied in a heated bath and has good flow characteristics to 
fill in minor scratches. The work emerges from the tank in a 
polished state, hence the name. Bright nickel is generally 
applied in a thin coating, .0005 inches or less and will not 





stand much polishing. It has microscopic pores and because 
of its hardness these cannot be filled in by buffing. Moisture 
will go through these pores and give trouble if the nickel is 
not backed up bya good undercoating of copper. Bright nickel, 
because of its hardness, tends to flake off if hit or scratched. 


Watts cold nickel is applied in an unheated bath to a 
thickness of several thousands of an inch, depending upon 
the quality of the work. Cold nickel emerges from the tank a 
dull grey color and has to be buffed to bring out the bright 
color. It too has minute pores but because it is softer the 
metal flows with buffing to fill in the pores and seal the metal. 
It is generally as resistant to corrosion as bright nickel. 
Because it is softer and applied heavier it is more resistant 
to wear and use, often the under surface can be bent and 
straightened without injuring the plated surface. 


Member Ted Bowers of Los Angeles supplied the name of 
Veling Plating Co., 763 N. Seward, Hollywood, California, It 
is the only known place in the Los Angeles area doing Watts 
cold nickel plating. If members can find plating shops in other 
areas doing this work | will be glad to list those locations. 


For members unable to get cold nickel done, bright nickel 
has the same color and appearance but is not as durable. 


BENDING COPPER AND BRASS TUBING 


Larger sizes of brass and copper tubing can be bent with- 
out collapsing the tubing if they are first filled with molten 
rosin or lead and the material allowed to cool. After bending 
the tubing must again be heated to get the filler to a molten 
state to remove it. 


With smaller sizes of tubing this does not work so well 
and Roger Ellis of Crowley, La. offers a tip using mercury as 
a filler. With this method copper tubing can even be tied in a 
knot without collapsing. Begin by cutting the tubing with an 
extra inch at each end, then drive a machine screw or bolt 
into one end. The bolt will make its own threads and form an 
effective seal. Fill the tubing with mercury and seal the other 
end the same way and the tubing is ready to bend. After bend- 
ing pour the mercury out and trim off the excess threaded 
portions,

Bn June 28th, 1914 the Archduke Franz Ferdinand, pre- 
sumptive heir tothe Austrian throne, and his wife the Dutchess 
of Hohenberg were riding in a Graf und Stift automobile at 
Sarej evo, Bosnia. Suddenly a Serbian student, Gavrillo Princip, 
began shooting and fatally wounded the royal pair. A month 
later Austria—Hungary declared war on Serbia, and five days 


after that Germany invaded France and Russia invaded Ger- 
many — — and the conflict was underway! 


The car is preserved today in the Military Museum at 
Vienna, largely intact, though the bulb horn and sidelamps 
did disappear during the recent hostilities. The Graf u. Stift 
Company began building cars in Vienna in 1897, the first 
being a front drive machine. The 1914model is of conventional 
design, with a four cylinder, 28-32 HP engine of 115mm x 
140mm bore and stroke. The engine number of this tragic 
example is No. 287. It is shod with 895x135 metal—studded 
tires, and has an odometer mounted in the right front hub.

If you are using old or new tubing that does not bend 
easily, it can be annealed by heating to a dull red color and 
allowing to cool. 


Bear in mind that mercury is poisonous and should be 
kept out of reach of children, Also remove any rings or jewelry 
while you are working with it. If a ring or watch should 
accidently come in contact with the mercury the easiest way 
to remove the stain is wit! an ordinary pencil eraser. 


Mercury is about $10.00 a pound, however Roger suggests 
you might borrow some from your local handler of natural gas 
products as they keep it on hand generally. For those in the 
Los Angeles area, Roger has very thoughtfully sent me some 
for our members to use. 


When mercury becomes contaminated or dirty it can be 
cleaned by squeezing through a cotton cloth, or if you want 
to go all out squeeze it through a chamois skin, 


MORE CN RESTORING HARD RUBBERITEMS (Also imitating 
ebony) 


A. H. Amick, Editor of the H.H.F.C. ‘‘Air Cooled News”’ 
has another method of restoring hard rubber items. He says, 
‘Paint the article with Feibings black leather dye, just before 
itis fully dry, polish with a soft cloth, the result is excellent. 
Incidentally I had to replace an ebony crank handle that was 
hopelessly split. I had the handle turned out of hard maple 
and soaked it for several days in a can of this same dye. The 
result was excellent, except for a slight grain of maple it 
would not be detected from actual ebony.’’ 


600-—W GREASE
